Message From the Editor 


This a year of farewells. As well as the usual farewells to school mates 
and activities, there will be a farewell to our campus and the old familiar 
buildings on it. Next year the University of Alberta in Calgary moves to 
a new Site. 

In 1922 our present campus first opened its doors to give training 
above the high school level. At that time it was a normal school, giving 
training similar to our present Jr. E. course. This status was retained until 
1945 when it became a branch of the Faculty of Education of the University 
of Alberta. Things were changed. More than one year of training could 
be obtained in Calgary. Arts and Science courses had to be given to the 
students of the new program so two new professors arrived. The next big 
change came in 1951 when the Arts and Science Faculty was introduced 
to the campus. U.A.C. then became a university in fact if not in name. 
In 1957 the Engineering Faculty made its appearance. All this time new 
courses were being introduced. U.A.C. now offered most first year courses 
including Pre-med., Pre-dent., Commerce, B.Sc., B.A., Honors patterns, 
Education, and Engineering; as well as second year Education. In 1958 
the big step was taken: U.A.C. became a full fledged university. Second 
and third year Arts and Science students and third and fourth year educa- 
tion students began to appear and increase in numbers. In 1959 two 
specialized courses were introduced: Agriculture and Home Economics. 
This year we have a number of students attending who will receive degrees 
in the spring or fall. Some of them have received all their university 
training here at U.A.C. We have come a long way since 1945 and even 
further since 1922. In 1945 there were 155 students with a total staff of 
10 to look after them; this year we have 730 students and a staff of 75. 
Next year plans are made for 1000 students. There is no telling how far 
we will go. 

The thirty odd years we have been on this campus have seen many 
people come and go. Some of these people have risen to high positions. 
Among these are Dr. Swift, deputy-minister of Education; and Mr. Solon 
Low, former national leader of the Social Credit party. Some students re- 
turned in a new role, that of teachers. Dr. Victor Graham, former head 
of the Arts and Science department; and Mrs. June Epton, formerly of the 
Physical Education department are examples of this. This is being carried | 
on. Dr. M. C. Taylor the new principal attended U.A.C. when it was still | 
a normal school. Most of us know some person who has passed through | 
this institution before us — older brothers or sisters, parents, and, in the | 
case of anyone who was educated in Alberta, teachers. 

U.A.C. is relatively young. With the entrance of a new era in its life, | 
we hope it will have a long and distinguished history. |

The impact of a rapidly changing world of jet 
propulsion, sputniks, luniks, and missiles should serve as a strong ‘’on-going”’ 
motivation for students at this mid-century. Throughout the rush and bustle 
of living, man must, however, remember his humanity.
